My comrades, w hat an awakening was 
tliat. 
Do you bear again, iu remem­ 
brance, (he tread of th e gathering hosts' 
Do you hear th e shouts of th e loyal 
tbousaods aa they responded to the 
President’s cell fo r troop.? The author 
ity of the nation bad been defied. 
The 
dag had been fired upon sad th e loyal 
sous of the Republic bad risen up almost 
a* one man to say that the insult m ust 
be avenged afld tb e authority of tbn na­ 
tíos t-stabilehs<l, an d the I’mon and Con­ 
stitution m aintained one end insepara­ 
ble forever. 
T hen wa* entered upon in 
this hitherto peaceful and quiet oountry 
the greatest civil w sr th a t the sun has 
seen in tbe cycles and cyolea of ages that 
be has turned hie fgoe toward earth and 
mao. 
A civil w ar 
whose 
history 
scenes, Incidents, defeats, victorias, tri­ 
umphs and achievements I shall not 
•top to sketch, or even enter upon, but 
which aftsr fonr and a half years of ap- 
palliog war, gloriously closed by tbe re- 
estsbliahm eut of tbe national authority 
over every foot of the netiou e territory, 
and a complete trium ph of the national 
arms; a triumph baptized by the Mood 
of so many of o a r heroic comrade* and 
by the final baptism of the blood and 
tragio death of our m artyred and im ­ 
mortal President. 
Having sala so maob and no more of 
ibis great conflict, I propose to depart 
from tbe usual line of remark upon tbesi 
occasions, and to submit a singla inqui 
ry end ask yoor attention to a few con­ 
siderations iu answ er thereto: 
Have 
tbe American officer* and soldiers who 
fought for the maintenance of tbe U n­ 
ion and tbu Constitution; for tbe prin ci­ 
ples of freedom aud the m aintenance of 
national authority, a valid dalm to per­ 
petual memory nod fame, and, if uo, 
upon w hat does th a t claim rest? 
W e 
who wore active participants in the 
great struggle, a rt bound to our dead 
comrade» by ties of comradeship; by 
feelings that cannot be folly realized by 
any person* who were not participants 
with them in hardships, in long marohes, 
in weary mqinigbt watches, in conflicts 
at arms, in the mortification of defeat, 
in the trium ph and exaltation of victory. 
But with all of ns the ann of life is 
passing down the western decline. 
The 
lengthening shadow* are falling to tbe 
eaitw ard, and we shall soon join oar 
dead comrades " in the silent bivouac of 
the dead." W hen thisehaUoocnr and tbe 
last tarviving active participants in th» 
great tragedy ahali have joined hiscom- 
radea on 
"F a m e ’s 
eternal 
oamping 
ground, " will theae,our friends, their chil­ 
dren and children's children,aud the vast 
generation* of th e fatarc, by tb e con 
tinuanee of three oeremoni*** or other 
appropriate onea, perpetuate the mem 
ory of tbe oonfliot and our participation 
therein? To repeat tbe enquiry, have 
tbe American officer* and soldiers who 
constituted the great army of th e Union 
a tangible Maim to perpetual memory 
and Tam e, and upon what does thnt 
olaim rest? 
W ith referenoe to the first branch of 
this enquiry, I answ er In the broadest 
sense th st, beyond any army th at ever 
marshalled or fonght In eny eanse in 
tbs history of the raoe, the army of the 
Union challenges the admiration of the 
present and claims the respect of the 
future. 
I base this claim, first, opon th e 
broad 
grounds of 
military renown. 
W hatever we m ay say or think aa to 
the svil of war, th e orueltv of war, or if 
yon will, th e herberism of war, m an in 
•11 ages has worshipped a t the shrine of 
military glory. 
T h e race will eontinne 
this worship and adm iration nnlesa man 
be changed Into a wholly different being 
and human society be completely revo­ 
lutionized. 
And while tide continue* 
to be true, th e arm y of the Union will 
take rank above all others th a t have 
K seeded it, for I assert that in tb e 
oadest sense and in the widest signifi­ 
cance of th e terra, it was the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and of all his­ 
tory. 
W hile tbe memorable aiege of 
Carthage will 
continue 
in 
th e 
fu ­ 
ture, as in tho past, to b> embalmed 
in 
history, 
celebrated 
in 
poetry, 
and 
depicted 
by 
art, 
by its side 
aud above it will be registered the sieve 
of Vioksburg aud the achievements of 
G rant and his heroic officer* end sol- 
diera. 
Tho tnarah of Nspoloofi aeroes 
the Alps and into tho wintry rigors of 
Russia will cootinno to livo, and unborn 
millions will bang with absorbing Inter­ 


est upon Its history. 
B ut w ith higher 
lutereat and greater enthusiasm will 
they, in all time to oome, road of the 
m arab of Hhcrmsu and his heroic men 
"from A tlanta to the sea," aud they will 
n ot fail to distinguish and appreolate the 
faot th at while Napoleon marched to 
disaster and alm ost to ruin, Sherman 
aud bis man marehvd to trium ph and to 
glory. 
Side by side w ith the gre#:>-st 
iuBiUiy vapUi&a Oi th e TACS will live 
the memorise of G rant, Sherman, Sheri­ 
dan, Meade, McPherson, Thomas .and 
th e officers and meu led by them to tri­ 
um ph And final victory. 
8o th a t upon 
thia broad foundation we reel th e claim 
of the American soldier who fought for 
the Union U> perpetual memory and 
f*aie. 
The foundation of substantial 
m ilitary fam e and reuowu, btoausu tho 
army was th e g re a te .t, tho most intelli- 
geul, the best uruisd, th s best equipped, 
aud inepired by the highest ormolple* of 
patriotism aud entlm i<t»m of any other 
known to human history up to that 
time. 
I baso the claim of the American sol­ 
dier* who fought fur th e Union to per­ 
petual fam e aud remembrance, aeuomily, 
upon tbe great aud significant fact tbat 
lb s army ceinpoaed ol them w«a a volun­ 
teer army. 
Toey were not professional 
soldiers. 
They were not lighting for 
conquest or pluuder. 
They were volua- 
teeia from ereiy rank, occupation and 
profesa ion of civil I ife. 
They took up, 
to them, th e untried profession of arms 
for tbe single purpose of 
ma utain- 
ing 
the 
national 
authority, 
the 
integrity 
of 
ita 
territory, 
and 
th e principle* of 
freedom aud jus­ 
tice, and were ready and eager to lay 
down their arms as soou ns th e great 
object was attained. 
W hile the draft 
was resorted to iu a very few .States to 
fill the last cull for troops, yet it is strict­ 
ly true th a t taken as n whole, th e Union 
arm y was a volunteer army and when 
th e graud object for which it fought was 
attained, they returned to their former 
oocupatlona mid normal avocalious, with­ 
out so m uch tta canning a ripple upon 
society or the adm inistration of civil law. 
To the thoughtful Statesman of the Old 
W orld thin wan the final tost an l the 
grandest exhibition of the strength of 
our institutions, the genius, virtue and 
patriotism of our people. 
Thirdly: 
I base the claim of the 
American officer* and soldier* w ho fought 
for tb e Uuion to perputua! fame aud re­ 
membrance upon th e fact th a t they 
fought for freedom, for liberty, for the 
principles of justice and equity, for the 
trinity of Liberty, Eqnality add Frater­ 
nity, th at forms the keystone to tbe 
■ cut nrch of true political principles, aa 
'aitb, Hope and Charity form tb e key 
stone to th e great arch of moral virtues. 
Thu memory aud fame of the Ainerioan 
officers and soldier* w ho fonght for the 
Union will be forever linked w ith (he 
cause of freedom and justice, aud will be 
in history a page inscribed beside the 
names of the long line of m artyr* and 
heroes who constitute tLe world's bright­ 
est merit role. 
Oh, Liberty, Liberty, 
Liberty, Liberty, Equality, Fraternity, 
U on art th e triune god of my idolatry. 
W hen 1 bow the knee to aughi but the 
Infinite <uid the Rlernal, it shall be at 
thy white and winged feet, beautiful 
bether on 
m ountain 
or on plain. 
Temple* 
have 
been erected 
to 
the 
auu, altars dedicated to the moon.butOb 
O b ' greater glory, to thse, not only 
bauds tbat built, but hearts and tnirtys 
through all the long and bloody ages of 
tyranny and oppression, wore trne. 
A 
dwelling thou hast, too wide fo r walla, 
too high for domes—a temple whose 
floors sre th e vast spaces of hum an his­ 
tory—riles transpiring in presenoe, to 
tb e kindling of nations and races. 
Thau, my comrades, we may pass 
duwu to th s trsgia term inus of our re­ 
spective lives, "for the end of every Iru- 
mau life is a tragedy as deep and dark 
as ever was woveu from the w arp and 
woof of mystery and death." 
W e may 
ass down to this final tragedy in our 
v ie , confident th a t fulurs ages will see 
to tb e preservation of our memory and 
w atch over our name with tb e same 
jealone cars that the raoe has watched 
over th e name aud memory of tb e heroes 
aud m artyrs to liberty of tbe past. That 
these friend* with us to-day aud ihe 
friends wiih out comrades in all part* of 
th s broad land, their children and their 
children's children will perpetuate our 
memory, zealously guard our nam e end 
fame, aud carry both memory and fame 
with them iu tbe future, the onward, 
ever unwanl and oiajestio sweep of our 
history, o r grandeur and our destiny.

Frem ont arrived in California 
Captain Bell gave him three months pay 
lor his men and 94000 besides, to bear 
bU expenses. 
N ot a cent of this was 
ever received back, or even asked from 
the G overnm ent. Captain Bell also gave 
the Conrt House hill to the city for 
school pnrposwa. 
He was Sheriff o f thia 
county and was killed in the Juan 
Floree rebellion in HUM. 
qT hen there was tbe grave of Jamee 
Barton, a lieutenant in Captain Bell’s 
rogiment in 
the 
Mexioan war. 
He 
also camo here a t an early day and 
succeeded Bell as Hneriff of Los Angeles. 
He was m urdered by a orszy man in Ne­ 
gro Alley. 
Another Mexioan W ar Veteran whose 
memory was refreshed by plaeing flow­ 
ers on his gravo w m W . C. Got mo, who 
served under Qen. Soott in a New York 
regim ent. 
H e was afterw ards a Lieu­ 
tenant in th e Rangers in the M uristta 
trouble* in this owunty. 
By the by, th s widow of Captain Bell 
still lives bars in Los Angeles at th e ad­ 
vanced age of upwards of 90 years. 
She 
ia provided for by tbe estate of th e gal­ 
lant old hero so long dead. 
I t is far from uncommon on Memorial 
Day to see m any people not oonneoted 
w ith the arm y posts at present in soy 
way who go to tne graves of friend* and
